We 
have the luck to be in the brick bif- 
racks, with ample 'baths, good food 
and a piano for diversion.

Altogether with excellent organiza- 
tion, this work i* . going ahead 
smoothly and can evoke no criticism 
of any nature from the most carp- 
ing.critic,.which is saying a good 
deal under a Democratic administra- 
tion.

LICKING COUNTY 


MEN REACH CAMP 


IN SOAKING RAIN 


l;Special to The Advocate! 


Camp. Sherman, Chillicothe. Sept. 


10.-:—The seventeen. Newark and 
Licking county men :who arrived 
here Friday evening in a downpour 
of rain in charge of Ralph B. Priest 
are taking to camp life like ducks to 
water. They are all well and in fine 
shape. The Licking county men are 
to be assigned to the heavy artil- 
lery regiment. .Captains Charles W. 
Montgomery and Walter Trittipo are 
in the infantry so, of course, will not 
be connected with the. Newark men 
in the training camp. Anyway it is 
said to be the policy not to have men 
of any locality commanded by of- 
ficers familiar with them. 


Liuet. Fred Palmer reached camp 
this morning after a short furlough 
at his home In Newark. 
I Chillicothe is overwhelmed .with 
soldiers. No one who has not visit- 
ed the cantonment has the slightest 
idea of its vastness and the influence 
it exerts upon the civil life of the 
community. 


In the first place, the price of 


everything in "the city is away above 
normal. 
Rooms in hotels rent for 


from $3 to ?4 a night. 
But the 


town is "killing the goose that lays 
the golden egg." 
The Advocate man met General 


Edwin F. Glenn and pound him. to 
be a most approachable man. 
He 
seems to be the man for the work 
,h*e has to do. 
His headquarters is 


in a farm house of six rooms, about 
a mile and a half from the city, for 
which (ft is understood the govern- 
ment pays $100 per month. 
The wages, that are received by 


mechanics and laborers, of whom 
there have been nearly 10,000 em- 
ployed at the camp, are very high. 
'The head chef at one of the camps 
receives $65 per week and the as- 
sistant $35. 
Boys carrying water 


get $3 per day. Carpenters and oth- 
er mechanics receive pay in propor- 
tion. 
All wages are doubled on 


Sundays and holidays. 


All this will be changed when the 


drafted men reach camp, as all work 
will be done by these men, which 
will do away with civilian labor. 
The first 5 per cent already are in 
camp. 
The policing of the city proper 


was a serious problem which Gen- 
eral Glenn solved by sending a de- 
tachment of soldiers into town each 
day to aid the local, police fore. 
There are many "hard-boiled charac- 
ters" who have been attracted here 
as one of the officers expressed It, 
who would not stop at committing 
murder for a $10 note. 
Recently a 


walerboy was found murdered and 


robbed, his throat having been cut 
from ear to ear. 


The saloon regulations are very 


strict, and the .commanding general 
Is determined to stop the sale of 
liquor to soldiers in uniform, and its 
being carried into camp from the 
city. In this ne has, the hearty co- 
operation of Mayor James A. Ca- 
hill, who has issued a proclamation 
against the sale of intoxicants in 
any sort of vessel, making it prac- 
tically impossible to get whiskey in 
a bottle, and "rushing the growler" 
soon will become a lost art in Chil- 
licothe. 


Passes to the camp are issued by 


Captain Ward Babney, construction 
quartermaster on General Glenn's 
staff, who has headquarters in the 
city in the municipal building, and 
the men here are kept pretty busy as 
can well be imagined, 
; 


The Advocate man called upon 


Captain Charles W. Montgomery in 
Section I, Infantry, and Lieutenant 
John S. Fleek, Section P, Artillery, 
but did not get to see the other New- 
ark officers at camp. 
Military' life 


seems to agree with these men, who 
take the necessary haidships and 
privations in the most philosophical 
manner and a truly patriotic spirit.
